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The Course Preference Census 
was devised by a special commit- 
tee appointed by the Santa Cruz 
Division of the Academic Sen- 
ate as an experiment for Spring 
Quarter 1972 because of numer- 
ous student complaints expres- 
sing difficulty in obtaining ad- 
mittance into desired courses. 
The aims of the census are: 


a) to place all students with 
similar previous experience on 
an equal basis toward admittance 
into classes, 

b) to persuade faculty to ex- 
plain how and why they will se- 
lect the students to be admitted 
into their courses, 

c) to make accessibility to 
close instruction more equitable 
among all students, 

d) to help both the instruc- 
tors and the bookstore to gauge 
demand for unlimited lecture 
courses. 


This scheme exploits technolo- 
gy, but is flexible and VOLUN- 
TARY. It preserves shopping 
during the first week of classes, 
but should reduce the desperate 
press for places in some limited 
classes. Student participants 
can be assured of places in class- 
es limited in size. But a student 
who changes his mind about 
courses is not obligated. How- 
ever, the instructor would appre- 
ciate- notification-of your inten- 
tien. THIS IS NOT AN OFFI- 
CIAL ENROLLMENT IN THE 
CLASS. Faculty commit them- 
selves to accept students, but 
students do NOT commit them- 
selves to enroll in ANY SPECI- 
FIC course. 


The UCSC Academic Senate spe- 
cial Committee on the Organiza- 
tion of Teaching intends a three- 
part program to serve students’ 
goals more adequately: 


- Part I: The Course Preference 
Census to be used Spring 1972. 

Part II: 
schedule of class times which 
will reduce the conflicts between 
classes has been approved and 
will become effective for the 
Fall Quarter 1972. 

Part III: Asks that Board and 
College courses be altered and 
augmented to provide better 
quality and more effective 
choices. No definite proposals 
have been completed, but the 
widening student/faculty ratio 
(next year almost 18/1) places 
a premium on thoughtful plan- 
ning. 
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All three — Course Preference 


Census, class scheduling and 
course offerings — are impor- 
tant. 


The Committee does not expect 
this first attempt at a course pre- 
ference census to work perfectly. 
But, by trying, it hopes to find 
a means of eliminating some of 
the confusion during the first 
week of the quarter. The proce- 
dures are unfamiliar, but not 
complicated. If shopping be- 
comes a matter of pleasure ra- 
ther than necessity, and if even 
a small fraction of time now 


spent shopping is saved, the nui-- 


sance of dealing with more IBM 
cards may be well worth it. 


To repeat: 

1) This census is a VOLUN- 
TARY program. 

2) It is IN THE STUDENTS’ 
INTEREST to participate, if 
they want to enroll in a limited 
enrollment course. 

3) Regardless of the type of 
courses planned, COURSE 
PLANNING WILL BE IMPRO- 
VED BY PARTICIPATION.

HERE’S HOW IT WORKS: 


The academic year is organized on the quarter system with three quarters con- 
stituting the regular academic year. The normal undergraduate program will con- 
sist of three courses each quarter. All courses carry the same unit credit, and their 
demands on enrolled students should be anticipated accordingly, regardless of the 
details of their schedules or formats. A minimum of thirty-six courses passed will 
be required for the Bachelor’s Degree. 

Courses listed in sequence (for example, Economics 100A-100B-100C, Spanish 
1-2-3-4-5) are normally continued through successive quarters, and the first course 
is prerequisite to the second, the second prerequisite to the third, etc., unless 
otherwise specified in the description of the course. Lower division courses (num- 
bered 1-99) are designed for freshman and sophomore students, but may be taken 
by more advanced students. Upper division courses (numbered 100-199) are de- 
signed for junior and senior students, but are open to other students who have 

. sufficient background and the consent of the instructor in charge. Prerequisites 
for the courses should be carefully noted. 

Graduate courses numbered 200-299 are ordinarily open only to students who 
have completed at least 3upper division courses basic to the subject matter of the 
course. 

Courses which showa dagger in front of the listing are offered by more than one 
discipline. Details regarding the Boards, Committees, or Colleges jointly involved 
in these courses may be found in the 1971-72 Catalog. 

Additions and corrections to the Catalog, effective with the Spring Quarter, fol- 
lows the Schedule of Classes section. 

Only beginning class time is printed for the normal 1% hour class. For classes 
of longer duration both the beginning and ending times are listed. 

Instructors who wish to give final examinations may do so during the last three , 
days of instruction.
